thought that about two weeks would 
be required to complete it. 
Two 
teams of engineers would be 
em­ 
ployed, two men in each team. 
The 
w ork would cost about £30 a day for 
each team, 
lf additional engineers 
were 
needed to prepare the 
plats 
their time could he figured at $15 a 
day additional, he said. 
It is esti­ 
mated 
that 
the survey 
and 
plat 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
$750. 
It 
was explained that the 
plat 
would show every street and alley 
in the city, where the present sew­ 
ers and surface drains are located 
and the streets and alleys through 
which the proposed sewerage system 
could be laid to the best advantage. 
After the plat is prepared the coun­ 
cil will have a definite proposition 
before it and can make its plans 
accordingly. 
The councilmen realize that the 
cost of the proposed sewerage svs 
tem which will he extensive will he 
large. 
In fact, it has been the cost 
of the system that has prevented it 
from being constructed in the past, 
but now that the chamber of coin 
merce is hack of the project the re­ 
sponsibility of the heavy indebted 
ness for the improvement would not 
rest with the council. 
It is likely 
that final decision would he left with 
the voters, and it is believed that 
even though the cost is great the 
vote would he in favor of the ira 
provement as so many parts of the 
city are now unable to get sanitary 
sewerage which is interfering with 
the development of such districts.

DO STOCK YARDS HAVE A STRANGLE 
HOLD ON OUR MEAT SUPPLY? 


Buying and selling cattle in Union Stock Yards, Chicago. 
The men in the 
pens are the ones who must judge each steer and de­ 
termine what he 
is worth. 


Are the great stock yards of Chi­ 
cago, K ansas City, Omaha and else­ 
w here hotbeds of monopolistic control 
which succeeds in mulcting the fa rm ­ 
er on the one hand, and the consum er 
v. ho buys meet, on the other hand? 
T his will be one of the questions 
threshing over in the discussion of the 
Kenyon hill now before a com m ittee of 
the Senate. 
If these big m arkets, w here millions 
upon millions of dollars change hands, 
have any sort of a strangle-hold on 
our food resources, few there would 
he who would not say, rout them. Yet 
equally few, perhaps, could give you 
anv sort of a vivid w ord-pieture of 


w hat he is w orth as a beef animal. No 
one can determ ine his value but the 
men in the pens,— th e commission men 
and the buyers. 
Buyers Represent Many Firms. 
M any think that these cattle are all 
purchased by the big "packers, which 
is fa r from being th e case. 
Besides 
the buyers for the big packers there 
are alw ays in the Chicago yards from 
a hundred to a hundred and fifty other 
buyers on the scene, many of them 
representing firms th a t are not located 
I near the stock yards or even in the 
j same city. 
All told, the large pack­ 
ers do only 44 p e r cent of th e m eat 
anim al slaughtering of the entire com-

Separate From Packing Plants. 


The “stock yards” are synonymous 
in the minds of many people with all 
?>ackingdom. 
This is error number 
one. 
They are operated as corpora­ 
tions wholly distinct from the packing 
plant companies that cluster around 
them. 
The stock yards perform two func­ 
tions: 
they 
are 
unloading, 
feeding 
and resting stations for live stock ; and 
m arkets for buying and selling. 
As 
buying and selling places, they are 
among the most interesting spots in 
the world—places where one may see 
a nation at its bartering. 
Huge auc­ 
tion stations where a fraction of a 
point counts, and counts big. 
The Chicago stock yards, as the , 
most notable example, will receive in , 
a day anywhere from 10,000 to 30,000 j 
cattle, not to mention hogs and sheep. I 
These would represent shipments by 
many farmers. 
Each farmer puts his 
cattle into the hands of a commission 
firm who acts as his agent. The “stock 
in trade” of the commission firm is a 
satisfied clientele among the farmers 
—the better bargainers they are for a 
Ii ng price, the more the farmer is dis­ 
posed to patronize them. 


A Game for Experts. 
It is a titan ic game, and one for ex­ 
perts. 
Ou the one side are arrayed 
the commission men, and on the other 
the buyers representing packing con­ 
cerns, brokers and others. 
Both sides 
know’ their business, which is to say 
th a t they know full well w hat the re­ 
ceipts of the day a re and their rela­ 
tion to the requirem ents, and they 
know cattle. 
T he big auction begins. 
Not from 
a block, bu t an auction fo r all that. 
Buyers, m ounted on ponies, scurry 
hither and thither, making a bid on 
< ne lot here and on another lot there. 
T he commission m an will hold the hid 
in abeyance, dickering for a few* points 
higher price and aw aiting the arrival 
of another m an on a pony who may 
m ake him a b e tte r offer. 
Every com­ 
mission m an Is a com petitor of all the 
other commission m e n ; and every buy­ 
er is a com petitor of all the other buy­ 
ers. 
W e say th a t all of these men know’ 
cattle. 
A ste er Is not a standardized 
commodity. 
N a tu re m akes him what 
he is. Th** contour of his haunches, 
th e build of bls body and his make-up 
in general have everything to do with 


The penalty which aw aits the buyer 
who will not bid up to tru e values is 
that the other buyers ta k e tim cattle 
aw ay from him and his firm will be ( 
w ithout its requirem ents. 
On the nth-! 
cr hand the commission men cannot , 
stick it out for an exorbitant price; 
for the buyers would cut down on the 
am ounts of their purchases. 
T here 
are some people w ho will buy m eat 
a* any price, but the m ajority of peo- I 
pR reduce their m eat purchases prc- 
: clsely as the prices mount upward. 
I The buy. rs in the stock yards reflect j 
this attitu de of the general public al- 
j rn* st as accurately as a therm om eter I 
i indicates the tem perature. 
The Arena of Supply and Demand. 
In other words, the stock yards are 
the m eeting places of two trem endous 1 
powers of ihe economic world,—Sup­ 
ply and Demand. 
Any one who vis­ 
its one of these places. o\en as the j 
most 
casual 
observer, 
and watches 
w hat occurs there, will give up any j 
illusion ho may have about monopoly 
or control. 
Too m any buyers and sell- j 
ors 
are 
involved, 
and 
judging 
the 
value of an individual steer or a pen I 
full of steers is altogether too coinpli-! 
rate d a m atter to cover by any sort 
of agreem ent in advance. 
T he Kenyon hill would m ake it Hie-1 
gal for any packers to have financial 
holdings in stock y ards corporations. 
Common sense rightly asks, “ Why?” 
How such holdings, which, where they i 
I exist, are nothing more than financial 
hacking of a w orthy enterprise, can 
control the men in th e pens who are 
hired to use th e ir judgm ent, is too 
deep to be seen at a glance. 
The ad-; 
vocates of the bill should he forced to 
explain. 
And how’ a lack of such hold­ 
ings would prevent control or monop­ 
oly. if such things w ere possible, is a n ­ 
oth er thing which the proponents of 
the bill should be able to elucidate.

T he live anim als wert 
bought from ti ** f a n n e r; in addition to the m eat there was, of course, the hide, 
vis. etal fat and other by products. These w ere sold by the packer and this sum 
added to w hat the retail m arket man received for the m eat gives the total 
proceeds. 
O ut of this total am ount the farm er received 66 to 75 per cent for 
the live anim als. Three to 4 p er cent w ere required to ship the live animals to 
market and to feed and care for them in the stock yards before they wert 
Slaughtered. 
T he packer received 5 to 6 per cent of the total proceeds, and 
this covered the cost of slaughtering, refrigerating, shipping in refrigerator cars 
to the local branch houses, selling to th e local butcher, and also profits. Fifteen 
to 20 per cent was received by the butcher*, which comprised his selling cost 
plus his profits.

RECORDS GROWTH OF TR EES 


Dendrograph Furnishes Inform ation of 
Much 
Practical Value to S tu ­ 
dents of Arboriculture. 


Tho dendrograph is a new instru­ 
ment devised by tile department of 
botanical 
research of the Carnegie 
institution for recording growth and 
other variations in the dimensions of 
trees. 
Two types of tile apparatus 
are now in n*e. 
Roth employ a belt 
of wooden blocks* hinged together and 
fastened securely as a supporting belt 
around Hie trunk of n tree. 
In one 
type, series of plungers in contact with 
a number of selected joints around the 
tree carry on their outer ends an en 
circling wire. 
Any change in position 
of the plunger moves tin* encircling 
wire anil the motion is recorded by a 
pen on a suitable revolving drum. The 
second type curries a yoke which en­ 
circles the trunk of the tree, with four 
points of contact. Changes in volume 
of the trunk are followed b> differ­ 
ences in distances between the con­ 
tacts, which 
are duly 
recorded 
as 
above. 
These devices furnish an in­ 
teresting record of the daily and sea­ 
sonal changes In the size and form 
of tree trunks.
